0. INTRODUCTION 

Djinang 1 is a suffixing language of north-central Arnhem Land. It 
is spoken by approximately 300 people, most of whom live on the mainland 
south of the Crocodile islands and west of the Glyde river. 2 Djinang has 
been classified (Voegelin and Voegelin, 1977) as one of the Murngic 
group of languages in the Pama-Nyungan family. 
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
